1. AS ANNOUNCED REFTEL, THE US IS MAKING AVAILABLE 
100,000 MT OF GRAINS AND PROTECTVE FOODS TO THE SAHEL TO 
HELP MEET FOOD REQUIREMENTS IN THE 1974 PRE AND IMMEDIATE 
POST-HARVEST PERIOD (SEPTEMBER-DECEMBER 1974). 40,000 MT 
OF THIS AMOUNT IS TO BE COUNTED AS PART OF THE USG 1973/74 
CROP YEAR PLEDGE, AND THE REMAINING 60,000 MT AS THE 
FIRST INCREMENT OF THE USG 1974/75 CROP YEAR PLEDGE. THIS 
FOOD, WITH THE EXCEPTION OF THE ICSM BEING PROVIDED 
THROUGH UNICEF, IS BEING PROVIDED ON A BI-LATERAL BASIS. 
CONTRIBUTIONS THROUGH WFP MAY BE PROVIDED THROUGH LATER 
ALLOCATIONS. AN EVALUATIO OF LATER SAHEL 1974/75 CROP 
YEAR NEEDS AND FUTURE USG CONTRIBUTIONS WILL BE MADE 
SUBSEQUENT TO THE NEXT FAO MULTI-DONOR MISSION ASSESSMENT. 
THIS MESSAGE PROVIDES ADDITIONAL DETAIL CONCERNING SPECI- 
FIC COUNTRY ALLOCATIONS AND INFORMATION ON PROTECTIVE 
FOODS AND SHIPPING SCHEDULES. 

INDIVIDUAL COUNTRY ALLOCATIONS HAVE BEEN BASED PRIMARILY 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ON AMEMBASSY REPORTS AND MATERIAL PROVIDED BY FAO/OSRO. 
CROP YEAR 1973/74 AND 1974/75 ALLOCATIONS ARE SEPARATED 
FOR ACCOUNTING PURPOSES. HOWEVER, SHIPPING OF THESE TWO 
ALLOCATIONS MAY OVERLAP. 

2. PROTECTIVE FOODS - USG ISPARTICULARLY CONCERNED WITH 
NEEDS FOR PROTECTIVE FOODS AND IS INCREASING ITS 
DONATIONS THESE COMMODITIES. USG HAS PLEDGED 22,800 MT 
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OF ICSM (INSTANT CORN-SOY-MILK) TO UNICEF FOR EMERGENCY 
RELIEF IN THE SAHEL IN FY 1975 (JULY 1975-JUNE 1975). 

THIS PLEDGE WILL BE COUNTED AGAINST THE USG FY 1975 
EMERGENCY ALLOCATIONS TO THE SAHEL. OF THE CURRENT 
100,000 MT BEING PROVIDED TO THE SAHEL, 7,600 MT OF ICSM 
(7,300 GRAIN EQUIVALENT) IS BEING PROVIDED THROUGH 
UNICEF. WE ARE ALSO PROVIDING SOY FORTIFIED SORGHUM 
GRITS (SFG) AND CORN SOY BLEND (CSB) TO MALI AND MAURI- 
TANIA AND SFG TO NIGER. WE ARE PREPARED TO MAKE AVAIL- 
ABLE ADDITIONAL AMOUNTSOF THESE FOODS TO THOSE NATIONS 
AS WELL AS THE OTHER SAHEL COUNTRIES. INTEREST IN SFG

ALREADY BEEN BOOKED FOR AUGUST/SEPTEMBER DELIVERY. POSTS 
HAVE BEEN ADVISED ETA BY EARLIER SEPTELS. THE REMAINDER 
OF SORGHUM SHIPMENTS TO THE SAHEL WILL BEGIN IN EARLY 
SEPTEMBER WITH ARRIVAL IN PORT 3-4 WEEKS LATER. SHIPMENT 
WILL CONTINUE THROUGH NOVEMBER/DECEMBER. FURTHER DE- 
TAILS ARE SHOWN UNDER COUNTRY ALLOCATION (PARA 4, BELOW). 
WILL ADVISE SPECIFIC ETAS WHEN KNOWN.
